The French Government has sbown its
ability to deal with Bourbon pretenders, as
well as Bonlangist agitstors, by oconvicting
the young Duke of Orlesns, sud sentencing
bim for his infraction of law to prison for
two years, It is s convincing way of notify-
ing the monarchists of Europe that the laws
of France will not move out of their usnal
oourse, either from awe of the descendant of
Henry IV or for fear that that antique cause
may overset the Freuch Republic.

But, having firmly asserted the necessity
of obeying the law, the French Government
should quiet's let the youthful aspirant for
military heroism go out of France after a
few weeks in prison. In the first place the
law which he has violated 15 & rather harsh
oue and should be applied only with leni-
ency. The Orleans princes exther could
not or would not disturb the Republic dar-
ing the years that they resided in France
and the young Bourbon cam be treated
mildly when it 1s ehown that he must obey
the laws. Beyond that it is not good policy
to treat him too severely. 'When your oppo-
nent has been placed in & position of de-
cided defeat without making the public
ecanonise him, it is mol best to make a
martyr of him.

A BIT OF RELIEF HISTORY.

The report of the Committes on Supplies
of the Pittsburp Relief Commission gives s
matier-of-fact recital of theactive work dope
by that organization for the relief of Johns-
town. The eflorts recounted there resulted
in bringing the first relief to the destitute
sod stricken survivors of the awful ealamity.
It will always be s gratifying recolleotion
that, as shown in this report, the antire pop-
ulation of Pittsburg rose to the occasion snd
Jjolved in bringing in supplies as fast, and
in some eases faster, than they eould be sent
forward by rail. That the suspension of rafl-
way traffie delayed some of these supplies
on their errand of merey was & misfortune
for which no one could be blamed. The gen-
erogity which made this relief so abundant
and prompt is one of the bright spots which
stand out ameng the dark surroundings of
that terrible disuster.

A CHANCE FPOR THE YOUNGEIERS.

The Exposition of 1890 in this eity proba-
bly whl have a notable feature which last
year's lscked—namely, so exhibit of the
work of ihe public school children of Pitts-
burg and Allegheny, Mr. Johuston, of the
Exposition, has made a proposition to the
Central Board of Edueation favering such
an exhibit, and a committee of the Board
has been appointed o confer with Mr,
Joboston coneerning it. A similar proposi-
tion will be made to the Allegheny Board
atl the next meeting, and we presume that &
wery interesting sddition to the altractions
o! the Exposition will be the resnlt.

Last year it will be remembered that spec-
imens of the work of onr public schools
were sént (o the Paris Exposition and ob-
tained wvery complimentary recoguition
there. Natumslly a similar but enlarged
display will be of etill greater interest in
our own Exposition, Aside from the in-
trinsic merits of the exhibits, they will
appesl personally to the parents and friends
of the scholars as well as to the seholars
themselves. There need be no appre-
hension about the character of the ex-
amples of scholastic skitl, for the public
schools of both cities are properly held to be
among the best in the land. It iz an excel-
lent ides, moreover, to show the hundreds
of thoesands who will visit the Exposition
what the heads and hands of our voungsters
can do. THE DIiSPATCH 15 beartily in
favor of the scheme, as a good thing for the
Exposition and the public schools,

TWO SIDES T0 THE SHIELD.

The recent decision of the Btate Bupreme
Court with regard 1o the legal status of bene-
ficiary organizations, having sickness and
denth benefis fentures,isgenerally regarded as
& victory for that large class of organizations
It is so0 in an imporiant sense, as frecing them
from the lezal duties and obligations of in-
sursnce compsnies, snd as defesting the
effort of the insurance companies to wvacate
the charters of such ss do not cowply with
the legal regulstions for life insnrance com-
panies.

Yet the decision rests on & basis which is
likely to afford a good deal of sid and com-
forito the enemy. The Supreme Court re-
werses the bolding of the Attorney Genersl

organisations are not insurance companies,
Baus the grouad of this ruling is vne whish
§s pot wholly complimentary to the bene

Soiary ergasizations. It is stated by the re-

ports to be that they do not “'grant indem-
nity or security agaiost loss for & considera-
tion” thst they are whally charitablein pur-
pose, have “no capital stock’ and therefore
do not come under the regular insurance
lawa. The reasoning is aceeptable; but the
regular Jife ioterests will display a remark-
able lack of their usual spirit if they do not
make the most of this declaration by high
suthority that their hated rivals grant
neither indemnity nor seeurity.

THE RULE OF PARTISANSHIP.

With political deadlocks still unbroken
in two BSiste Legislatares, oce broken
only by slmost violent proceedings in an-
other, & fourth just settied which has held
another State government in wuspense over
o year, and the National House of Repre-
sentatives practically suspendiog all busi-
ness, in order that party supremscy way be
placed beyond danger, it is becoming elear
that partisanship is doing its hest to wreck
popular government.

This sppears very plainly when we reflect
for » moment that everyone of these dead-
locks and bitter party disputes could have
been avoided with a ressonable smonnt of
fairness from edch party. If the leaders of
both parties had been disposed to plaoce the
public welfare above party interest, there is
not & contested election thut could not have
been settled upon the evidence, or a close
Legislature whieh could not have well and
promptly discharged the public business,
But the politicians put the party organiza-
tion first, and the resall is all these desd-
locks, squabbles and partisan decisions that
party may rule, while reasonable care for
the honest observance of the public welfare
is cast to the winds.

This sort of party insacity is incompatible
with troe republicanism. There is need for
our politicians to learn that the welfare of
the country is more important than any
party organization ean be.

WONMER AND THE MATLS

Women snd civil service reform have
scored s victory in Brattieboro, Vi Re-
torm’s victory lay in the retention of an
efficient postmaster, and the women scored
by obtaining the right to vote upon the ques-
tion of his retention. The postmaster’s
term was about to expire and the Republi-
caus of Brattleporo decided to retain him if
s majority of their party were in his favor,
The novel addition to the list of voters was
made by the declaration that “women
twenty-one years of age whose sympsathies
were with the Bepublican party in the last
ecampaign and who were listed either in
their own name or jointly shall be entitled
to vote, otherwise mot.™

The women, to the number of seven-
ty-five, acoordingly voted eolidly for
the posimaster's retention and thelr
voles earried the day. It is eaid
that the women conducted s wvigorous and
practical campaign, and showed themselvyes
in every way entitled to the novel privilege
extended to them.

In small towns and in rural districts it ia
undoubtedly & fact that the fair portion of
the population is deeply concerned in the
character of the postmaster. The women
in such places have more dealings with the
postmaster than the men. They go for the
mails as a general rule, and they sre
the best judges of the postmaster's
conduot in office, It is n matter of great
importance to them that the man who pre-
sides over the postoffice should be expedi-
tious and courteous. Perhaps ocourtesy is
even more desirable in their eves than any
other quality. Willingness and sbility to
disseminate the scanty news of a rural
neighborhood are regarded by the adorable
sex as bigh endowments in the postmaster.
Some officials have been led, they say, 1oa
more diligent perusal of postal cards, hand-
writiog and other detsils of the mail service
than is absolutely necessary and laudable
by & desire to oater to the tastes o! their
feminine customers. However, we are dis-
posed to regard the drawbacks as trivial as
compared with the advantages ot giving the
women a voice in the selection of post-
masters in small wwos and rural places,

THE EGEG OVER-FPRODUCTION.

It in painful to learn that the last example
of pernicious activity in the line of ruinous
over-production is presented by the hens of
the pation. Undeterred by the great com-
mercial indusiries engaged in the selling of
pickled eggs st 30 cenws per dosen, the
American hens have been misled by ‘the
mild winter into tarning out a supply of
fresh eggs that has knocked the pickled snd
artificial egg business into & condition cloge-
ly approximsting panic. We bave .not
heard that any complsint of this state of af-
fuirs in made by the consumers of eggs, but
the proprietors of the more antigue stocks
are plainly ‘vonvinced that the interests of
the nation will be sadly imjured if the pub-
lic gels too cheap snd too fresh egge. A
movement to put the hens into & trust whigh
will restrict the industrious fowls to a pro-
duotion of two eggs per weck is the obvious
remedy sccording to the economie polioy of
the day.
